often spoke to M, de Lagrée of the English 
officer, of his dress and of his instruments, 
proved that all these particulars had im- 
preased him like the revelation of a 
superior civilisation.” 


Tunes of the most remarkable mon of the 
osntury are to be secon at the Westminster 
Aquarium, acd have been visited by any 
persons interested in anthropology.

Gogpon Pasha is doubtless porfeotly sincere

faction of contributing to this result, to the 
“paltry honours” that may be gained in 
war, Still the Ironsides, from whom he 
seoms to be morally descended, though 
addicted to the gospel of Peaca, wers not 
peacemakers in practica ; and in the same 
way the Chinese Government will probably 
feel that the Pashe’s strong arm, and his 
name which is 4 tower of strength, would 
be wasted, if not employed againat the 
enemy. There are cases in which peace is 
beat provided for by preparations Tor war, 
but the familiar doctrine on this subject 
would be pushed to an extreme if applied 
to the relationg between the Chinese and 
Russians. Meanwhile it is strange that 
our lenient Christian friond should be so 
foud of the Chinamen, considering the 
barbarous bratcs they ate. Bulgarian 
atrocities, evon as pictured on Mr Glad- 
stone’s platform canvases, were as child's 
play in qt gl ves, compared to tho bideous 
circumatances of the war in whiob the ever- 
victorloug army contended. And though 
the first flight of stories on the subject were 
told against the Taipings, who were the 
“robela”’ against whom Colonel Gordon 
fought, the Imperial troops behaved quite 
as badly all the while, a8 students cf the 
sabjoot came to underatand Inter. As 
fiends of craclty, Taipings and tmperiallets 
were cast in exactly thesame mou'd. They 
were all Chinamen alike. But taking this 
element away from both sides.of the equa- 
tion, the Taipings were, at any rate, left 
with some claims on our sympathy, while 
Colonel fo:don’s frienda were almply 
represantatives of tyranny. The British 
Government got int the wrong side in this 
qu uel, and it would have been better for 
the eastern world geporally if the Taipiag 
rebellion had sucoseded. It was au houest 
national movement, the Taipiogs, repro- 
sentiog the puro original Chivese stock as 
contrasted with the l'artar dynasty on the 
throne, and the leaders were anxious to 
ally themselves with the progressive ideas 
of the Huropwan party. Bot the good 
Colonel—greater perhaps at breaking hesde 
for the love of God, than st disentanglin; 

political probloms—vwas lent to the Imperia. 
Government, inatead of to the patriots, and 
contributed larg-ly—turning tbe scale, 
perhaps—to the success of the Tartar 
oppressors. - No doubt, as he atill seema to 
have remained thoir friend, he conceives 


be tho cass, we may. cxpect to witness an 
interesting struggle; and one in which, 
probably, we shall be cailed on sooner or 
later, to take a part, cither as allies of one 
aide or aa peacemakers, But, on the 
whole, we aro inclined to think that the 
two powers will not como to blows, to any 
great extent. Memnwhile, however, the 
Russian are strengthening their position in 
the Pacific, both by ships and men; Eng: 
land, be it noticed, being in that quarter of 
the world exceedingly weak, and at the 
same timo exceedingly liable to sustain 
injory. That we shonid remain so vulneva- 
ble, while Russia, with whatever object, is 
rapidly making herself strong, is a matter 
deserving serious consideration. — Pioneer.

THE TYPHOON. 

Further reports havo reached us re- 
specting the typhoon which has evidently 
occurred in the more southern latitudes 
of the China Seas: The Siamese ship 
fabius, Captain Davidson, left here 
partially in ballast, and partially with a 
general cargo for ‘louron, on the 14th 
instant.

THE HURRICANE AT 
YANGcHow. 

(Translated for Shanghai Courier.) 

Tho Sher Pao of tuo 10ch instant 
gives the follow:ng account of a hurricane 
which visited the City of Yangchow on 
Sunday, the 4th instant. We mentioned 
in a previous isane that prayors for rain 
had been offered up at Yangchow, and 
wo now learn that a little gfter 7 am. 
on the 4th instant, thero was a sudden 
heavy downpour accompanied by thuader 
and lightning, At noon the rain stopped, 
and the wind began to rise, Tho shades 
before the shops in the Chiao Oh’ang 
atrect, within the now city, wore all 
catried away. A length of threo foot 
wus blown from the flagstaff in front of 
the Salt Commissioner’s residence, whilst 
that in the Lieutenant Colonel's Yaméa 
snapped at the ground ; and, striking a 
bouse in the rear of the Yaméa, brought 
the outside wall and portico to the 
xround. Uere a treo about ten years 
old was uprooted, In the old city, the 
images of Buddha on tho wall at the 
South Gate were blown down, and in 
the South Gate Btreet a woman fainted 
from fright at the thunder crash, and did 
not recover consciouuness, A peasant 
who had come to town to sell fowls was 
struck by lightning and killed. A house 
in front of the Prefeot's residence was 
carried off about ten piosa, and came 
orash w Bon ge nnd. Numbers of large 
trees whre rooted .p, and muny a Btone 
archway and house was destroyed. At 
this timo the wind was fierco, and blow- 
ing in all directions. Birds were blown 
to the ground and their noata carried off, 
The above isa general account of: what 
happened in the city itself -For moro 
thao half mile outside the walls, houses 
wero blown down; outside the North, 
Uate ouly one house out of ten remainéd 
uninjured, but, fortunately, few persona 
were burt, In tho. river junks were 
upset, and it was impossible: to save life,

A gontloman from the sity. had hired . 


a junk and bad proceeded as' far ag 
Sau-cha-ho when the junk was.capsizad 
and five people were drowned.’ Outaide 
tho South Gate a junk waa upset near 
tho‘ferry, and tho whole crew, numbering 
six hands, Wore immediately ongulphed, 
and not a soul was resoucd. Wreckage 
was floating about all over the river, but 
it was impossible to say. whether the 
crews had perished, Particulars have 
not yet come to hand as to what has 
ocourred at a distance from: the city, 
The officials have sent deputies to make 
careful enquiries, and to grant relief in 
proportion to the damage done. Tho 
rainfall is estimated at nine inches, and_ 
thero is overy expectation’ of good 
harvests, Of the inferior clasa of honves, 
about thirty percent are deserted, aud 
about fifty per cent of the brick, bnifd. 
ings, ‘Iho damage done by the wind

4, That tho Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not causod by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the dishonesty or negligence of any 
person not in tho employment of the 
Hongkong Post Offico. 


5. No compensation can be paid for more 
damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watohes, handsomely bound books, &c., 
whlob reach-their destination, although in 
a broken or detorlorated condition.

L—Money Orders aro exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 
Australia, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Japanese Empire. Hongkong also 
issues orders on Shanghal, and vice versa. 


2 —Small sums may bo remitted between | 
tho othor Ports by means of Postage 
Stampa, eubject- to a charge of one por 
cont. for caabing thom. 


3,.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
rosidents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
‘An spplicetion for an order* is filled up, 
and is enclosed with a stamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearest issuing office, The application 
must be accompanicd with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, atd' a
